Centers, met with IRS employees and managers, and held several meetings on the IRS 
budget. In addition, the Board’s Personnel and Performance Management committees 
held their first meetings. The Board will meet next on January 30-31 in Washington, DC.

The Board id responsible for overseeing the IRS in its administration, management, 
conduct, direction, and supervision of the execution and application of the internal 
revenue laws or related statutes and tax treaties.
